The Doctors’ Prediction Verified.

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 15.—The condi- 
tion ofthe President this morning warrants 
the presumption that the physicians in charge 
know Whatthey are about, outside com- 
ments to the contrary notwithstanding. They 
predicted that the sudden febrile rise of 
Monday evening would prove to have been 
only temporary, and soit was. Last evening 
they predicted a continued increase in febrili- 
ty. and this morning the bulletin shows that 
the pulse is the lowest it has been 
anda that the temperature and _ respira- 
tion are nearly normal. “The favorable 
indications,’’ says Dr. Bliss, *‘are accompa- 
nied by the most favorable symptoms.’’ 

The }’resident has slept well and naturally. 
He has bad anotber increase in the amount 
of nourishment given him, and as yet has no 
return of the stomach trouble. He stood the 
dressing of the wound much better this 
morning than usual. The tube which was 
inserted yesterday is doing excellent work, 
and the suppuration still proceeds with en- 
tire satisfaction. Tbe pus Is discharging more 
freely, but is purely Jaudable. Neither has 
the apparent improvement been inany way 
forced. 

The patient has had only the usual amount 
of morphia and the pulse and temperature 
bave dropped only ia accordance with the im- 
provement in the general symptoms and the 
Pied 9 | expr correspondingly. The President 
looks better this a. m., and retains his cheer- 
fulnéss. He 1s very tired of course from 
keeping ip one position so long but makes no 
complaint. The doctors expect but a slight 
febrile to-day.

There is a wonflerful fair beinz held in the 
gardens ofthe Tuileries for a few days for 
the benefit of the victims of the earthquakes 
at Chio and also the funds ofthe charitable 
society known asthe **Amis de l’Eafance”’ 
of this city. The Princesse de Metternich is 
at the head of it, and is ably aided by all the 
‘thowling swells” and aristocratic dames of 
Paris. The booths and stands are managed 
by such quite too—too, too awfully too—is 
the Countess de Pourtales, the Countess 
Aymery de la Rocefouculd, the Princesse 
iitenAre Troubetzkoi, the Marquise de 
Gallifet, the Countess Jacquemont, Countess 
Kessler, etc., ad lib. The leading actresses 
of the city have lent their concurrence, and 
Theo takes photographs (Theo-graphs they 
are called) at from 10 francs to 200 frances per 
dozen, or as much higher as she can get, 
while Judic peddles cherries and roses from 
two paniers borne by a little jackass. Judic 
is charming as the marchbande de cerises, in 
her costume of the Roussotte, to which she 
bas added for the occasion an 
enormous straw hat loaded with 
roses and cherries. She has a_edon- 
key, a donkey driver, and two baskets. The 
driver leads the donkey, a pretty little don- 
key, quite young, quite clean, and almost el- 
egant! Andthe donkey bears two baskets, 
one filled with roses, the other loaded with 
cherries, and such beautiful cherries, very 
red, quite ripe. fresb, and as appetizing as 
possible for cherries tobe. Theymake vour 
mouth water only tolook at them. Behind 
the littie jackass, behind the driver, behiud 
the baskets of cherries and roses,.marches the 
merchant, who seems very happy and very 
proud of ber new business. One enthusiast 
remarked whenthis famous actress passed: 
**Who has not seen Judic sell cherries hasn’t 
seen anything!” She doesn’t wait till you 
ask her for them: she doesn’t care to know 
if you like cherries: she deposits themin 
your hands, in your pockets, in your hat, ev- 
erywhere—in your boots, if you give her the 
chance, and that, too, all with a smile so ami- 
able, With a voice so seductive, with a rever- 
ence so yvracious, thatitis impossible to re- 
spond otherwise than by the gift of a piece of 
silver—or gold. You rather enjoy being 
cheated by her—in a charitable cause, of 
course, 

“Bay my cherries, monsieur. I don’t se'l 
them dear. Five francs the little basket!’’ 
The little basket contains, indeed, half a 
dozen, Which makes each cherry cost about 
seventeen cents, which, of course, is dirt- 
chéap under the circumstances. Why, one 
gentieman came strolling along, and taking a 
fancy to one of the artificial cherries on 
Judice’s big hat, bought it of her for 200 francs 
(+40)—all for the cause. 

The first day’s receipts ran up to above 
120,000 frances, and it is anticipated that a 
much larger sum will betaken in to-morrow. 
There is at the fair a “*guignol,’’? or Punch 
avd Judy show, run by one of the editors of 
aleadging Paris daily. It is close to Theo’s 
photograph gallery, and while papas goto 
vet their Theotypes taken, the mammas and 
babies attend the representation of **Michel 
Strogoff,’”’ interpreted by some little wooden 
puppets, much resembling the real live 
actors. The performances close always with 
afantastic polka between the ‘“*Republique 
Francaise” and M. Gambetta. The orchestra 
is composed of one piano. You should hear 
the children roar with delight at the per- 
formances of the puppets. 

‘There are also a real live circus, plenty of 
jugglers, Wizards, strolling musicians, btiad 
beggars, chevaux de bois, mirlitons, a thea- 
ter, the band of the Garde Republicaine per- 
forming concerts, andthe peculiarly funny 
and Frenchy amusement known as the 
**Massacre of the Innocents.’” “Try your 
shillus you pass by, messieurs!”’ cries a 
shrill voice. You turn round and see just op- 
posite you a long line of doils, made some- 
What lke the **rag-babies” ofour infancy. 
These are all stretched along on a wire,which 
runs through toe body of each dolly, in such 
A manner thatthey can each be placed in an 
upright position, but are easily Knocked over 
backward by aslight blow. The game con- 
sists in throwing small varn or rubber balls 
atthe dolls. You pay so many sous per sho 

—at the ordinary fairsin the environs of 
Paris itis only one or two sous usually—and 
if vou knock overone or more you receive a 
prize for your skill. 

The patron of this particular “*massacre”’ ix 
dressed in a colored shirt, pantaloons of enor- 
mous plaid, a blue beret, a rose-colored cra- 
vatupon Which glistens abig turquoise— 
false. Ue looks like « genuine “camelot,” 
and yet on looking closer you recognize Ger- 
inan, the comic actor of the Varietes. He 
cries, he yells; you can hear him from one end 
of the terrasse to the other. When the in- 
terest ofthe public inthe bloody work of 
butchering the innocents appears to be wan- 
ing, German goes to work atit himself. He 
takes up a dozen balls and demolishes a dozen 
dolls. Then he takes his position proudly be- 
hind his counter, and continues to cry: 
**Massacre me all those folks there.”’

eir ote 4 Domestic LAfe—Beauty 
ie and Fascination of the Womea.

But the Moscow Theater, with its flashes 
of Eastern splendor, is not so seductive as 
the Moscow gypsies. Who hasnot heard of 
them? Elsewhere, the world over, the gyp- 
syis atramp anda pauper. In Moscow he 
has been a resident prince for centuries. 
One whole section of the city is known as 
Gypsy quarter, not vile and avoided, but re- 
plete with private palaces, with comfort and 
respectabiiity. For bere once in time the 
mysterious traditional vagrant of the ancient 
East has domiciled bimselfin staying opu- 
lence. And here his wild, gifted race, under 
generations of stable prosperity, hus devel- 
oped to its ideal possibilities. The gypsies 
ef Moecow are a perpetual study and fascin- 
tion. For withall their civilized respecta- 
bility they have not lost thetraits nor aban- 
@oned the pursuits that have thrown for 
ages a poetic charm over their vagrant race. 
Under their stately roofs in Moscow is the 
seat of their domestic life. Ten versts out- 
side of its walls they have built palaces of 
winter and summer pleasure, where they 
maintain asa lucrative cooupeties all the 
free fancies of their ancient life. To thesé 
palaces the pleasure-loving population of 


Moscow swarm the year round for their | 


unique entertainment. 

Tne mind of the cosmopolitan traveler goes 
back to no episode of his experience with a 
keener zest than to his moonlight midnight 
drives from the Muscovite capital to these 
gypsy gala camps. Fur wrappings to the 
eyelids, a troika or Russian sleigh, three 
black horses abreast, flecter than Mazeppua’s 
nag, grinding flashes of fire with their iron 
trevd from the suow drifts, the dark fur trees 
of the Russian woodlands, their branches 
bowed tothe earth under crystalline winter 
fruit, corruscating as nowhere but in this 
frozen Jand, and passed like sparkling visions 
in a Whirlwind, the clear, keen, crisp atmos 
phere of Russian winter tingling 
the nerves with its inhalation and touch, the 
glorious Russian night and sky—these are 
the fragments of an experience that reverts to 
memory with a yividness that does not 
abate. 

At last in the warm palaces of vour gypsy 
entertainers the glow of the experience does 
not fade. They arrange for you fantastic 
groups of dancers fantastically clad, who, 
with willowy, graceful movements, directed 
by airs of wild music, setting the fancy on 
lire or julling again almost to reverie, give 
you a night of sensations that will nowhere 
tind its fellow. The musical productions and 
performances of these gvpsies are the weird, 
primitive air of their race brought to civilized 
score and cultivated with exquisite art: the 
freshness of barbaresque sentiment and a de- 
gree of classic precision being at onee secur- 
ed. To conceive of the novel impressions of 
such music it must be experienced, and it 
cannot then be forgotten. 

Among the women of these gypsies are 
beauties of the rarest type, and the type is 
not uncultivated. Butthe beauty seems al- 
most malign. The race is over vital. The 
exquisite voices and lustrous eyes of the 
belles to be met at these suburban palaces at- 
tract like those of sirens. No wonder that 
they notinfrequently carry off captives in 
marriage even the best representatives of the 
young male nobility of Moscow. Prince Paul 
Trubinski a few years since took, aftera 
troublesome wooing, the handsomest maiden 
of the Muscovite gypsy race for his bride, and 
was, foratime at least, the envied of all 
Moscow young nobles. 

Plots Against the Czar. 
From the Boston Herald. 

The plots against the life of the Czar Alex- 
ander multiply. Late English papers bring 
details of a conspiracy that, in all human 
probability, would have visited upon the new 
sovereign the doom of his late father, had not 
one of the Nihilists warned the authorities of 
the danger—in the hope, as he said, that the 
Czar would modify his course, and initiate a 
more liberal policy, seeing that certain death 
will resultfrom persistence in his present at- 
tempts at repression. The plot, as revealed, 
uimed at the assassination of the Czar on 
board bis own yacht, during his passage 
across the gulf from the mouth of the Nevato 
the Peterhoff Palace. The imperial 
craft was manned by men _presuma- 
bly selected to fill positions of excep- 
tional trust for their well known and 
proved loyalty and devotion to his person. 
And yet, as the result of a search, three of 
the officers were found to be in possession of 
explosive bombs similar to that hurled with 
fatal effect at the late Czar on the 13th of 
March. It ig accepted as beyond question 
that these deadly missiles were prepared by 
the Nihilists for the destruction of the reign- 
ing Czar and that but forthe warning of the 
unknown conspirator be would have shared 
the fate of his father. The incident is* said 
to have produced a p 0 ound impression upon 
the young sovereign. [tis most likely. In 
view of our own dreadful experience, it may 
not be thoucht conciusive as to the ruler’s 
sufety to recommend a progressive and liberal 
policy; but even the roval adherents in Rus- 
sin perceive that there is slight analogy be- 
tween the individual! act of « monomaniac and 
the decree of asecret conspiracy that per- 
meates allranks and is the malignant out- 
crowth of a deep-seated and widespread pop- 
ular discontent.

OPIUM SMOKING. 


Misery and Ruin Produced by the 
"Habit Among the Burmese. 
‘From the Loudon. Telegraph. 

A parliamentary paper issued yesterday 
morning contains a copy of a memorandum 
by Mr, C. U. Aitchison, Chief Commissioner 
of British Burmah, on the consumption of 
opium. The Chief Commissioner saysehis 
attention had been specially directed to the 
change which was gradually coming over the 
Burmese national character, of which the 

rincipal cause was said to be the growing 

abit of opium smoking. When on a visit to 
Akyab he was waited upon by a large deputa- 
tion of the most influential natives of the 
town, who presented a petition describing, 
in very forcible language, the misery entailed 
on the population by opium, and praying that 
the traffic in opium might be altogether 
abolished in Arakan. The _ opinions 
of the commissioners of divisions, of 
the district officers, and of the _ jntel- 
ligent natives had been solicited, and their 
replies disclosed a state of things which ur- 


‘gently called for the serious attention of the 
Government. TheJ§Chinese population in 


Burmah consume opium without any appar- 
ent bad effects, and do not smoke to excess; 
but the Burmese seemed quite incipable of 
using the drug in moderation, and the deal- 
ers tempt young men to smoke by giving 
them at first opium to smoke, The demor ti- 
zation, misery, and ruin produced amongst 
thé Rurmese py opium amoning presents a 

ainful picture. among the Burmesé the 
habitual use of the drug saps the phvsical 
and mental energies, destroys the nerves, 
emanciates the body, predisposes to disease, 
induces indolent and filthy habits of life, 
destroys self-respect, is one of the most fer- 
tile sources of misery, destitution, and crime, 
fills the jails witb men of relaxed frame pre- 
disposed to dysentery and cholera, prevents 
due extension of cultivation and the develop- 
ment of the land revenue, checks the natural 
growth of the population, and enfeebles 
the constitution of succeeding gencrations. 
That opium smoking is spreading to an 
alarming rate under our rule does not admit 
of doubt. On this point the testimony of all 
classes of officers, and of the population, is 
unanimous. Writing as far back as 1864, Sir 
Arthur Phayre, the first Chief Commissioner 
of British Bburmah. said of the Akyab dis- 
trict: **The Chief Commissioner left Arakan 
in 1852. At that time the old system of farm- 
ing out of the various abkari shops existed, 
A high price was paid fur the privilege of 
selling opium, ganja and spirits bv different 
farmers. The price of the drug or liquor was 
bigh to the consumer; the consequence was 
that, although a fair amount of revenue was 
derived from the abkari, the number of con- 
sumers, especially of opium, was small; they 
were also principally persons i 
the seaport town of Akvab. * * The 
Chief Commissioner bad Arakan placed un- 
der him in 1862. He then found that since 
he was last in that province an entirely new 
abkari system bad been introduced. What- 
ever the intention in doing so mav have been 
the effect thereof can only be deemed de- 
plorable and disastrous. Drinking spirits 
and smoking opium he found had be- 
come almost universal among the Arakanese 
young men.” The quantity of opium con- 
sumed ip 1879 was more than double what it 
wasin 1869, and the prosperity of the coun- 
try was least where the consumption of opi- 
um was greatest. The commission says: 
‘‘Probably a variety of causes have contrib- 
uted to the spread of this vice. Burmah is 
intellectually in a transition state. The peo- 
ple are becoming emancipated from many 
restrictions of their old creea. The inevitable 
tendency of the education we give, and of the 
new sense of personal il erty 
which our Government creates among an 
Oriental people is to weaken the sanctions of 
relig ous belief and break down the restraints 
of social customs. Such results ought 
neither to surprise nor alarm us. However 
much the old fashioned among the popula- 
tion may regret it or blame us for it, we can 
as easily put back the shadow on the sun dial 
as arrest the disintegration ofthe Old World 
customs. Butthere are other causes within 
our control. Of these the principal is the in- 
creased and yearly increasing facility with 
which opium can be obtained. Our profess- 
ed objects are to supply only so much of the 
drug as maybe needed to meeta bona fide 
demand, to discourage extended consump- 
tion, and to realize from restricted consump- 
tion as high a revenue as we can without af- 
fording inducements to the peopie to obtain 
supplies by unlawful means. Theoretically 
these principles are sound enough. Butthere 
are many drawbacks in their practical appli- 
cation.”” Mr. Hodgkinson, the ofticiating 
Commissioner of Arakan, recommended the 
prohibition of the sale in a number of islands 
under his control, because things had gone 
too far for any half measures, and there was 
no time for experiments if the people were 
to be saved. Total prohibition was also advo- 
cated by Col. Sladen, Commissioner of Ara- 
kan: Capt. Butler, late Deputv Commissioner 
ot Kyouk-pyoo; Col. Hildebrand, late Dep- 
uty Commissioner of Sandoway; Maj. Pem- 
berton, Deputy Commi-sioner of Kyouk- 
pyoo; Col. Davies, Deputy Commissioner of 
Thayetmo, and Mr. Richardson, extra Assist- 
ant Commissioner of Myanoune. The report 
concludes with an earnestly expressed trust 
thatthe Government of India would decide 
to adopt vigorous measures to discourage 
and restrict the consumption of opium. A 
large amount of revenue would be sacrificed, 
but the evil was one affecting the very life of 
the province. 


What the Bullet Encountered. 
From the New York Herald, July 9%. 

An enumeration of the obstacles to a bullet 
Which touches the body at the point involved 
will indicate at least the mere improbabili- 
ties of penetration. First to be pierced were 
the garments Worn—a coat, a waistcoat, and 
perhaps the waistband of the pantaloons and 
the thickness of two shirts. It may be even 
that abuttonon the pantaloons had to be 
smiushed. Next comes the skin, which 
derives the power of resistance due to elace 
ticity from the adipose tissues immediately 
beneath it. All these pierced the bullet 
would come upon the wide aponeurotic ex- 
pansion ef the latissimus dorsi 
muscle. It must not be supposed 
that the resistance here was merely 
the resistance of ordinarily” recognized mus- 
cular tissue. The missile did not touch red 
meat, but rather a material like what in pop- 
ular language would be called whitleather— 
a tough, dense, tendinous. fibrous tissue ca- 
pable of great resistance. Immediately  be- 
neath this lie the sacrolubalis, longissimus 
dorsi and ilio costalis lumborum muscles, 
and around each of these at this well pro- 
tected part of the human body is a sheath of 
fascia far tougher than the muscle itself. 
Next comes the two intercostal muscles, and 
the resistance here must be counted as much 
increased by contact withthe eleventh rib, 
the edge of Which was chipped. Inside the 
ribs the obstacles are the quadratus lumbor- 
um muscle, the ptoas magnus muscle and the 
pi.lar of the diaphragm: these are the apon- 
eurotic attachments of one or the. other, as 
well as the very tough lumbo costalis lica- 
ments. ,

President Garfield 
lay latupon bis back and perfectly motion- 
less. His right arm was turned across his 
pillow above his head and his left was stretch- 
ed at fullleneth away from the shoulder on 
the outside of the white counterpane.

BIGGER THAN QUB ARMY, 


Thirty-Two Thousand Laborers Laying 
Rails. 
From the Denver Tribune. 


“The force of men now at work on the Den- 
ver and Rio Grande Railway’s extensions is 
larger thanthe United States army!” The 
speaker was ex-Gov. Hunt, who bas just re- 
turned from Old Mexico. 

‘*‘How many men are there’’’ asked a 
Tribune reporter, a little awed by the state- 
ment. 

**More than 52,000,’’ returned the Gover- 
nor, laconically. ‘*Nearlv 19,000 of this num- 
ber are at workin Old Mexico. There are 
3,000 or 4,000 in New Mexico, 5,000 or 6,000 
in this State, and the remainder are scattered 
through Utah and the other localities where 
we are now doing work.’’ 

*Do vou find any hindrances to your work 


| trom the people of Old Mexico?’ asked the 


reporter, remembering that several corre- 
spondents from the old country had recently 
said that the natives were suspicious of all 
new railroad enterprises. 

‘The only hindrances we find are in not 
getting the supplies we need. The people are 
allright, but timberis so scarce that we have 
to transport all our ties from Louisiana or 
Florida. There is a lack of all kinds of rail- 
road matcrial down there except mento do 
the work: we can get all of them we want. 
There is no truth at all in the statements that 
the old Mexicans regard railroad enterprises 
with suspicion or that they openly or other- 
wise oppose them. Why, we are giving 
bread and butter to 19,000 of their people— 
something they never had before. ey 
havn’t got any very good reason to complain 
and they don’t seem disposed ta. I wish 
the people of other regions we 
have gone through had treated 
us as well as they do in Mexieo. 
The leading and influential men do all they 
can to aid the enterprise, and no difficulty 
has been experienced in getting all the depot 
land we wanted donated—and the best kind 
of title atthat. We found it harder to go 
through Colorado than anywhere else. Even 
in Leadville we had to pay $100,000 for our 
depot land.’’ 

**It has been said by one of the correspond- 
ents who was With|Grant that the people of 
Mexico were not favorable to United States 
railroad invasion ?’’ suggested the reporter. 

“There is notruthinit at all,’? answered 
Governor Hunt, shortly. That was most 
likely said to hurt our road. As I said before 
the leading men want the road,their Govern- 
ment is glad that it is coming,ana why should 
the people who are making bread and butter 
by it complain?” 

‘*We will soon have a good deal of road in 
condition. for travel in Mexico,’ continued 
the Governor. ‘*We will have 2,400 miles of 
road in Old Mexico, and this added to that in 
the States and Territories will make a total of 
over 4,000 miles of rail. The work is pro- 


gressing rapidly, and it is being pushed with 


great energy. Yes,’? concluded Governor 
Hunt, “Old Mexico is. going to be a great 
railroad country, and it has treated us better 
than Colorado did.”

Shot Through and Through.

Education in Hawali.

The Hawatian kingdom is making marvel- 
ous progress ineducation. About 7,200 chil- 
dren attend schcol, 5,700 of this number be- 
ing natives. The free elementary schools are 
taught by natives, in the Hawaiian lancuage, 
instruction being givenin reading, writing, 
geography and mental and written arithme- 
tic. There are fourteen select schools, with 
an enrollment of 1,300 pupils, who are in- 
instructed by foreign teachers of experience 
and capacity The English language is used, 
and a tuition fee of $ is charged. Then there 
are several private schools and others sub- 
sidized by the Government. There is a sem- 
inary and a college providing hich school in- 
struction, and Honolulu has a kindgarten, 
of which itis very proud. Teachers’ sairies 
in the Hawaiian schools range from &300 to 
2,000 a year. :

Our New War Engine.

On Wednesday next the torpedo ship and 
ram Alarm, now lying at the Navy Yard, will 
make atrialtrip up the North River with a 
new shaft and improved machinery, anc test 
her speed. The trial will be over a three 
knot course and return, the northern enc of 
the course being opposite Yonkers. The 
Alarmis expected to work upto 800 actual 
horse power, and thus make twelve knots an 
hour with a Mallory propeller. Ifshe accom- 
plishes this she will be the fastest ship of her 
class, carrving so large a gun, in the world. 

Lieut. R. M. G. Brown, Commander. re- 
ceived orders vesterday from the Secretary of 
the Navy toproceed with the Alarm to 
Washington, where the vessel will be tried 
under the supervision of Admiral] Porter, the 
designer of the boat, and the Secretary of the 
Navy. She will be in Washington by the li 
proximo. If at the Washington trial the pro- 
peller worksesatisfactorily the Alarm will go 
to Yorktown, to remain during the centen- 
nial celebration. : 

The Alarmis 170 feet long, twenty-eight 
feet beam and has a displacement of 800 tons. 
She has nospars. It would be almost an im- 
possibilitv to sink her, as she has no less than 
thirtv water tight compartments. She cur- 
ries one gun, the largest size, of which the 
vessel itself isthe carnage. This gun is plac- 
ed near the center of the voltation sothat the 
rolling of the ship does not affect the accura- 
cv of the fire, and only the pitching of the 
vessel has to be contended against.

CATHOLIC COLONY. 


A Glowing Report of the Success of the 
Families in Kansas. 

This morning the committee of the Catho- 
lic Colonization Society that visited the col- 
onv in Kansas returned to this city. The 
party was composed of Fathers Butler and 
Leary, Messrs. E.G. O’Connor, McKeenan 
and McGrath. Shortly after Mr. McGrath 
arrived he was met and glowingly described 
the prosperous condition of the colony. 
“Why, one year ago,’’ said the gen- 
tleman, “*I saw the site of Butler City. 
It was the most desolate spot of prairie you 
could wantto look at. When we arrived there 
this time I did not knowit. The people 
have ratseda beautiful crop, built forty or 
fifty houses and as neat a littie hotel as one 
would want tosee. The railroad rwns right 
into Butler City, and the colonists could not 
be induced to come back to St. Louis under 
any consideration. The society is getting 
along in first-class stvle. Of the 15,000 acres 
of land 7,000 acres are incultivation with the 
best of prospects. ‘The people get five cents 
a pound for their hogs as they stand on the 
ground. If they have another good crop they 
will be able to pay off every ceat of indebt- 
ness on their land in twelve months. They 
are delighted with their condition and pros- 
pects. There are now 250 families in the col- 
ony. They have had three fine crops, forts 
odd births and not a_ single death. 
Thev have everytning that farmers 
could bave, except a grave-yard, for which 
there does not seem to bethe least need, and 
the only chance is that some old girand- 
mother will drop off from old age. The 
heaith and prospects of the colonists an un- 
equaled. 


The Law School Diplomas. 

The Court of Appeals passed orally. this 
morning upon the question 
presented lust week affecting 
the diplomas of the Columbia and St. Louis 
Law School, under which graduates claim 
admission to the bar and to. prac- 
tice without a Court examination. 
The Appellate Court held that the special 
powers granted to the law department of the 
two universities had not been 
repealed by the revistng act, 
and could not be constrned as having 
been repealed unless the revision contained 
a clause to that effe >t. The 
faculties are, therefore, authorized to 
issue diplomas as §before, and upon 
presentation of such diplomas in Court the 
graduates will be at once ad- 
mittted to practice. Immediately follow- 
ing this announcement Icd. &. Robert, W. C. 
Goodiett and John A. Keys presented their 
diplomas inthe Appellate chamber and were 
enrolled as members of the bar.

~ -FHE SHADOW OF DEATH. 


It Falls Across the Murderer of 
Dora Broemser. 


Charles F. Kring at Last Loses His 
Iron Nerve. 


The Court of Appeals Refuses to 
Interfere in His Behalf, 


Forty-Eight Hours Between the Pris- 
oner and Eternity—The Governor 
Will Allow the Law to 
Take Its Course. 


The Court of Appeals declines to interfere 
with the judgment of the Criminal Court in 
the Kring case. A large gathering in the 
Appellate chamber this morning attested the 
interest felt on all sides touching 
the attitude of the Court upon 
the application for a stay of 
execution. The greater portion of yesterday 
was given up by the benchto hearing argu- 
mentinthe matter, and Judge Lewis wn- 
nounced when the Court adjourned that the 
decision would be rendered this morning. 
At half past ten o’clock Ex-Gov.C.P.Johnson, 
counsel for the condemned, Messrs. Seward 
and Presley Jones entered the Court and took 
seats at the bar where Circuit Attorney Harris 
was already seated aw iiting the 
Court’s ultimatum. A painful silence pre-« 
vailed as the Clerk finished the reading of the 
minutes,jand every eve in the court room was 


turned on Judge Lewis wken he slowly and 
deliberately uttered the words which sealed 
Kring’s fate. Said the Court: 

‘In the matter of Charles F. 
Application for a stay of ; 
ecution on appeal from judgment 
of the Criminai Court—We have given this 
record the most careful, minute and laborious 
investigation. All three of us have examined 
this case very carefully, and we have paid all 
attention to every point raised by counsel as 
well as considering several points that 
were not raised. We cannot find 
a solitary objection of the = slightest 
shadow of foundation for error. The last 
trial of Kring’s case was conducted in all 
fairness, and every opportunity was afforded 
the prisoner in the assertion of his rights as 
the defendant. The Criminal Court has the 
capacity to vindicate the law in 
the punishment of crime. We 
decline any interference whatever 
with the judgment of tbe Criminal Court.” 

The decision was not wholly unexpected,al- 
though it fellupon the ears of cvunsel for 
the doomed man with evident surprise. Mr. 
Seward quietly walked-out of the Court room 
followed by a POST-DISPATCH reporter, and 
in reply to an inquiry touching the 
next course to be pursuedto save the neck of 
his client, Mr. Seward said: 

“Well, it is hard to say at the moment. One 
ofthe Judges of the Supreme Court is in 
town, and Gov. Crittenden is also in town. 
We shall not leave astone unturned, but un- 
til l have talked with Gov. Johnson and Mr. 
Jones it will be impossible to say what shall 
be done.’’ 

THE SHADOW OF DEATH. 

There was an exeited crowd of people at 
the jail this morning as the hand of 
the clock drew around to half-past 10. Mr. 
Ryan declared his belief that the Court 
ot Appeals would not _ interfere in 
the case, and his opinion was 
concurred in by all who were present. While 
the party was standing discussing the chances 
a message tothe Post-DISPATCH represen- 
tative and one to the jailor announced simul- 
taneously the action of the Court. Mr. Ryan 
at once sent in for Mr. McMahon, the chief 
guard.and told him the news,going on to say: 
*“! don’t propose to take any chances 
with Kring at all. He is only 
forty-eight hours away from 
death, and there is no telling. what he will do 
in his present desperate plight. I want you 
to make ready a newcell for him and search 
him thoroughly before he istold this news. 
And furtber, vou must not let any one see 
him until vou have made every precaution 
against suicide.” 

“Well, we'll, put himin Macqueen’s. cell, 
number o?.?’ 

**Harn’t that a shutter in it?” 

és Yes.” 

‘Kring is too important a man, and I know 
him too well to give him any chance until 
I’ve turned him over to the Sheriff. Those 
shutters have giassjn them.” 

‘*But there is no cell without shutters that 
is fittoput a man in. We can watch him 
night and dav.” 

It was finally decided to put him in the cell 
lately vacated by McQueen. and after prom- 
ising Mr. iivan notto say anything to any- 
body about the Court’s action until after 
hring was made safe the reporters from 
several papers were admitted upon the floor. 
Kring ws standing up at the door of his old 
cell, No. 50, smoking a clay-pipe with a red 
stem, and fanning bimself with a broad palm- 
leaf fan. He was looking 
Straight before him and the 
smoke came out of his mouth in quick im- 
patient whiffs; his hands, too, would not be 
still. He turned and went into the cell and 
sat down, then threw himself onthe bed,then 
came out and crouched ina sitting position 
on the little iron portico in front of his cell. 
All of these were done in less than three min- 
utes so that one can imagine how nervous he 
was, While crouching on the 
porch he noticed the reporters clus- 
tered around the chief guard’s desk, 
andjumping up as though he was stung he 
came down stairs. At first he evidently in- 
tended to come towards the group, but 
cbanging his mind, paced the floor up and 
down rapidly. In the meantime the 
vacant cell was being fitted up with bedding 
and chairs, and after a few minutes’ pause 
Sheriff Mason came in the jail. Kring at 
once came towards him, but Capt. Mason 
turned away and Kring stood looking at bim 
breathlessly as he talked with Mr. Ryan. 
He approached the party at last and said 
“isthere any news?’ Mr. Ryan remarked 
that nothing official haa been received as yet 
but tbat the case looked very blank indeed 
for bim. 

**Then that settles it,’’ said Kring, and his 
teeth metin the pipe stem which was in his 
mouth, While he beat the fan nervously 
against bis leg. For a moment he looked 
imploringly at Mason who turned away, and 
he half choked, half coughed and turned 
away to hide his emotion. Hi« face became 
ashen vruy, as though the shadow of death 
had already settled down upon it, and for a 
second be seemed to be utterly overcome. It 
wus oply for « second, though, for he 
mustered himself with a herculean 
effort and was, in a moment or two, the same 
impassible,imperturable man of iron which he 
has been for vears. His mouth would twitch 
though, snd the hand grasping the fan wax so 
aw strained thatthe nails became blood- 
Spot. 

“I will bave totake precautionary meas- 
ures with vou, Kring, as the cuse is now be- 
ccining serious,”’ said Mr. Ryan. 

“What measures do vou mean?” 

“Twill beve to change your cell and 
you thoroughiv searched.’ 

“Weill, this makes it seem that it is coming: 
[em ready whenever vou wish.” 

**Do vou believe at last that you are going 
tobang, Kring?” asked a Post-Disparcn 
repotter. 

“The time is so desperately short that t am 
very much afraid nothing can be done be- 


lave 


tween now and Friday morning. If there 
was a week to spare I would have no fear, 
but so many accidents may happen, you 


know, t ? 
‘‘Shall you apply to the Governor for mercy 
or a respite?’ | 

“No, I will not, and my attorneys will not 
do it with my consent. I do not want mercy. 
If I cannot be cleared oF law, then [ will not 
be cleared at all. I would sooner die than go 
to the Penitentiary for life, anyhow.” 

“And you begin at last torealize your 
fate?’’ 

‘*Yes, it comes home to me now.” 

In fact Kring seemed anxious to prolong 
the conversation by any means to avoid the 
search, which he seemed to dread, and hence 
be talked more freely than he ever did be- 
for. He claimed that he was 
being railroaded to the  gal- 
lows, and the short interval of time gave him 
no chance for his life. At lash fpe guard to 
whom Fring Sas véeh speci 
tapped him onthe shoulder and told him to 
come to the cell. He followed very 
reluctantly, seeming to be  super- 
sensitive about the search which was 
conducted immediately. He was dressed 
only in pantaloons and shirt and under- 
clothes, and every one of these articles was 
removed carefully until he stood in cuerpo. 
He sat upon the bed while a minute examin- 
ation was made of the clothes, every seam 
being felt and worked over with the 
fingers.

It is probably concealed 
in the cell which he has vacated, but it may 
even yet be in the stem of his pipe or the sole 
of his boot.

CRITTEXDEN WILL NOT INTERFERE. 

Just after the decision of the Court of Ap- 
pealsinthe Kring case was made public 
a reporter called upon Gov. Crittenden 
and told him about the matter. 
It is well known that Kring bases his hopes 
for iife mainly upon executive clemency, and 
it was very important to know just what the 
Governor would do about the matter. ‘I 
have already read of the decision of the Court 
of the Appea!s,’”’ said the Governor. ‘*You 
may say for me that I will not interfere inthe 
Kring case.”’ 

‘Not under any consideration?” 

“No. As faraslam concerned the law 
must take its course.”’ 

This narrows down Kring’s ehances toa 
hope of a stay from the Supreme Court. The 


‘latter is extremely improbable, and it is very 


likely that the end of this case has come at 
last. 
VERY SLIGHT HOPES. 

Kring’s attorneys appear to be at a loss to 
know what next shall be done for their client. 
kx-Governor Johnson was found at 
his oftice and he referred the 
POST-DISPATCH reporterto Mr. Seward for 
information. Mr. Johnsonsaid: *fOf course 
everv effort will be made to save Kring, but 
in What directiou Icannot say at this mo- 
ment.’” 

Messrs. Sewurd and Jones were told that 
Judges Henry and Sherwood of the Supreme 
Court were both in town and an effort was 
madeto find them, but up to 2 oclock the 
Supreme Judges had not beentraced. Judge 
Henry heard of the Appellate Court’s decis- 
sion it is said while standing in a newspaper 
office this morning,and upon being asked what 
could be done next, the Judge shook his 
head and said: ‘*Nothing.’”’ Mr. 
Seward said that probably his 
next effort would take the form 
of a new and original proceeding in one of the 
courts to-morrow morning. The Appellate 
Court will be in session again in the 
morning, and unless it is presented 
there. where the appeal les it is 
difticult tosay whether the mattor could be 
entertained by any court. The Supreme 
Judges have no voice inthe case. 

There would ap;earto be but one senti- 
ment regarding the Appeilate Court’s decis- 
ion, that of satisfaction. Expressions are 
heard on every side that while Kring’s attor- 
nevs have labored with extraordinary zeal he 
will only be meeting his just deserts on the 
sceffold Friday morning. 

KRING’S LAST CHANCE. 

The last hope for Kring is apparently cen- 
tered in section 1975 0n appeals and writs of 
error, Which provides that no appeal or 
writ shall stay or deluy the 
execution of a judgment or sentence unless 
the Supreme Court,or a Judge thereof, or the 
Court in which the judgment was rendered, 
or the Judge of such Court, on inspec- 
tion of the record, shall be 
of opinion that there is probable cause fo 
such an appeal or writ of erroror so much 
doubt as to render it eXx- 
pedient to take the judgment 
of the Supreme Court thereow, and shall 
make an order expressly directing that such 
appeal or writof error shall operate asa 
stay of proceedings onthe judgment. This 
order could be granted in chambers.

How to Treat Insolation. 
From the Louisvilie Courier-Journal. 

The number of deaths from sun-stroke which 
have occurred in this city during the past 
week is larger than ever known before. Sun- 
stroke must have been of very early origin, 
for Reynolds in his System of Medicine, says: 
“Sunstroke has always been regarded as a 
dangerous disease, even by the ancient 
writers. Fatal cases of sun-stroke have been 
recorded by the sacred writers, and referred 
to by most modern writers who have written 
onthe subject. It is worthy of note that it 
was one of the blessed promises to those who 
should be partakers of the better life that is 
tocome that the sun should not ligat upon 
them, nor any heat affect them.” In this 
book he also recommended looseness and 
thinness of clothing to prevent sun-stroke. 

Much of the liability to sunstroke and heat 
prostration arises from the carelessness of 
thosejovercome,or fromignorance. A perfectly 
healthy person can, of course, withstand op- 
pressive weather where unhealthy persons 
would snecumb. Those who are temporarily 
unwell should be carefui not to expose them- 
selves tothe heat atall. Healthy persons can 
inaday of such weatber throw themselves 
out of condition by carelessness. The stom- 
ach is easily disarranged in this weather, and 
not 100 much should be eaten or drunk. The 
best Hight, nutricious food should be eaten, 
and artificial thirst should not be created by 
an unnecessary indulgence in iced drinks. 

Lemonade is excellent beverage, quenching 
the thirstand having a good effect on the 
stomech. A little lemon juice squeezed into 
a class of water takes a deal of danger out of 
the water. After eating and drinking mod- 
erately and healthily, care should be 
taken to obtain plenty of sleep and 
luii rest of the bodv. During the in- 
tenselvy Warin nights of the past week it has 
been dificult to obtain good sleep for many. 
A sponve bath, teken just before retiring, 
followed by another if it does not cool tne 
body entirely, will have the etfects of soothing 
and quieting the nerves and producing good 
sleep. Members of the Courier-Journal 
stuff, whose duties, keep them oecupied at 
night, and are toerefore compelled to sleep 
during the morning, when the heat is greater 
than at night, have obtained cool sleep by 
sprinkling the sheets of the bed liberally with 
cool Water and lyingupon them. They have 
not caught cold, and have slept the sleep of 
the faithful. This is the national cure of heat- 
edi nights in Mexico, Of course, nobody 
should sleepin tbe garments worn during 
the Gav. Itis better to retire nude than to 
reabsorb the exhalations of the pores. If one 
sleeps, eats and drinks healtby and does not 
expose himself recklessly to tue sun, and does 
not work When nature wants him to cease, 
he will be in no danger of sunstroke.

From the London Times, June)s. 

We hear once again of the scheme for the 

construction of a submarine tunnel between 
the English and the French shores. Shafts 
have been sunk off the English and French 
shores, and they have encountered on both 
sides of the channel what ere to bea 
solid uniform stratum of chalk, impervious 
to water. If there is no “fault” anywhere in 
this, the question of driving a gallery through 
its whole length hecomes one of time and ex- 
pense. From one of the. shafts on the En- 
clish side a gallery of some 800 or 900 yards 
in length and seven feetin diameter has al- 
ready been driven. This is to be con- 
tinered for a mile, and a corresponding piece 
of work isto be done from the French side. 
If no obstruction is met on either side, if the 
chalk stratum continues solid and unbroken, 
the probability is that the same geological} 
character will be found to exist auring the 
remaining miles. When this point, there- 
fore, bas been reached. wiren the first mile of 
gallery has been completed from the extremes 
on either coast, the rest of the unaertaking 
may be pushed on with a good prospect of 
success, In Sir Ee¢ward Watkin’s 
opinion five ‘years will be enough for 
the completion of the whole thing. The 
necessary funds are to be found by a spe- 
cial company, working in treaty, with the 
Southeastern Railroad, and submitting to 
its contro] and supervision. For the me- 
chanical part of the work a special machine 
has been invented, and has given satisfae- 
torv results. A gallery ten miles in length 
isto-be driven from the English side, and 
bs to be met half-way across by a correspond- 
ing gallery from the French side. .The 
junction of the two galleries will be the june- 
tion of England and France. The narrow 
seas Will be no longer an obstacle toa free, 
uninterrupted communication by land be- 
tween the two countries. Enagland will be 
linked on to the Continent, and the 
journey between London and Paris, or 
London and any other continental city, will 
be shortened and simplitied for all purposes. 
The traveler who takes his seat at Charing 
Cross will be put down at the Gare du Nord 
or at any more distant point he pleases. The 
question about the tunnel, as Sir Edward 
Watkin views it, can be divided into two 
parts. Can the thing be done, and, if so, can 
it be done within a reasonable time? The 
‘answer he tinds is satisfactory on both points, 
and he proceeds accordingly to the tinancial 
side of the business and dwells complacently 
on the traflic profits of the Southeastern 
Railroads as they are likely to be affected by 
the enterprise. 

But there are other interests to be consid- 
ered. The advantages Sir Edward Watkin 
offers havean obvious and essential draw- 
back. His new high road from England to 
France will admit of being traversed in botb 
direction, and for purposes of which he tells 
us nothing. His new path for commerce and 
for peaceful travelers will be open in the 
event of war. The contingency may be likely 
or unlikely, butitis not one which we can 
disregard. Let us make every concession 
which Sir Edward Watkin asks. Let us sup- 
pose the thing done which he contemplates 
as possible to be done. Let the passage be- 
tween England and France be 
made and so ventilated—a_ point, by 
the by, on Which he is silent—that it can be 
used without suffocation by the way. Shall 
we be as well off and as safe with it as we 
now are withoutit? Willit be possible for 
us so to guard the Engtish end of the passage 
that it can never fall into other hands than 
our own’ This is an important question. 
The first thing that will occur to any milita- 
rymanis, that a force of some thousands of 
nen secretiv concentrated in a channel port 
and suddenly landed onthe coast of Kent 
night seize tne English end of the tunnel, 
might intrench itself there, and might 
bold possession of it for a time. A few 
heurs might be enough; a few «days cer- 
tainly would. The tunnel, with both 
ends in hostile hands, would be asafe passive 
ready forthe invader. Men and material 
could be sent over byit. The foree which 
had possession of our end be joined speedily 
enough by the whole disposable army from 
the opposite sbore. In four and twenty 
hours it might be very largelv reinforeed. 
In three davs’ time it would have swelled 
to numbers very far in excess of our own. 
We should tind to our cost What was meant 
by getting rid of the narrow seas «nd joining 
England onto the Continent. As an im- 
provement in locomotion, and as a relief to 
the tender stomachs of passengers who 
dread sea-sickness, the design is excellent: 
but from a national point of view it must 
notthe less be received with caution. We 
hope that we shali maintain relations of 
amity with our Continental neighbors, and 
especially with our nearest neighbor. But 
it would be absurd to assume that these re- 
lations must always remain unrufiled. From 
the hour of the completion of sucha work 
there would bea continual talk about inva- 
sion. Atpresent our maritime supremacy 
allows us, on the whole, to feel safe against 
attack. There have been occasional panies 
even so. In 18)8the Emperor Napoleon was 
said to be the only man In France who was 
opposed to an invasion of England. The 
thing was freely talked about on both sides 
of the ecbannel, wand for some. time 
numbers of people fancied it would be un- 
dertaken. It would have been no easv tusk 
to bring over the necessary number of troops, 
with the heavy furniture of war. But,easy or 
difficult, the prospect that it might be tried 
was felt nul to be apleasint ones How would 
ithave becn if the main difficuitvy had been 
removed, if there had been then in exist- 
ence the short easy cut) which Sir Edward 
Watkin is proposing to make?’ Englishmen 
would certainly have slept none tbe more 
quietly for a knowledge of the submarine 
road, and of the visitors wbho might at any 
moment be expected by it. It is more than 
questionable whether we ought now to 
put ourselves into a posilion of disad- 
vantage from which we have been happity ex- 
empt. Nature ison our own side at present, 
and she will continue so if we will only suf- 
ferher. The silver streak is our safety. ‘To 
yet rid of it and thereby link Englandow as 
part of the system of continental nations 
would be to confer a benefit perhaps, but at 
a cos! infinitely greater than it cin be worth, 
If Str Edward Watkin’s tunnel is ever finish- 
ed, and long before the Scuthwes-‘ern share- 
holders bavebeguntoreap the golden har 
vest itis to bring them, we shall hear from 
more quarters than one of the uses to which 
the tunnel can be put. A design torthe in 
vasion of England and a general’ plan of the 
campaign will be subjects on which every 
eadet in ao Geeman military school 
will be = inv.ted to display his 
powers. Weshall learnthe ease with which 
possession can be obtained of the English 
end of the tunnel; the exact number of 
hours for Which it niust be held before rein- 
forcements can be sent over in sufficient 
numbers to effect » permanent lodgment: 
the direction in which the invading armv is 
them to take: the further obstacles it will 
bave to «beounter, and they are severally 10 
be overcome. All this willbe no. pleasant 
hearing for any of us. If we dislike theiltea 
of it, we had better think twice before we 
offer ourselves as the subject of it. Certain 
it isthat if we are ever engaged in a Conti- 
nental war the Channel tunnel] will he tbe 
weak point in our defenses. At ‘the most 
(Lstant prospectof war, the tirst thing pro- 
posed as a precautionary measure will be to 
block the tunnel, and to render it useless at 
least forthe time. Many will declare, with 
some plausibility, that this precaution ix not 
rote ry and that it is absolntely necessary to 
Ood it.

Victims.

Several More Fatal Cases of Sun- 
stroke To-Day. 


Children’s Mortality—Record of 
Deaths. 


The Mercury Lower—Frightful Effects 
of the Heat in Cincinmati 
and Elsewhere. 


‘‘Pretty bot, but not nearly as bai as ves- 
terday,” is the grand verdict about to-day’s 
weather. The cool wave of last might has had 
a beneficial effect and everybody is grateful. 

The prophesy of the Signal Service observ- 
ers, which looked like a grand fizzle when 
the windstorm set in fast night, held good 
however, and there bas been no material 
change in the weather. The 
morning opened murky and cloudy, and 
the oppression caused was universal. 
If the cloudiness had not continued during 
the day the weather was just hot enough to 
furnish the largest crop of sunstrokes of the 
year. Thethermometcr at noon, however, 
registered 93°,and a pleasant breeze was 
stirring which did much to ameliorate the 
sufferings of pedestrians. 

The prospects of a change are yet almost too 
remote to speculate upon. There are no 
good indications that tbe hot spell is yet 
ready to quit, and thereis astrong proba- 
bility that it willnotdo soright away. At 
noon to-idlay the wind was blowing from the 
east, With a slight southern’ tendency, 
which was not favorable to cool weather. It 
is very probable that umbrellas, cool drinks 
and palm-leave fans will notego out of fashion 
foraday ortwo at least. The number of 
prostratoins and sunstrokes has been 
much dimivished to-day. People 
are taking much more precautions. 
Verv few venture inthe sun without an um- 
brella, «and total abstinence is being made tae 
rule among all but inveterate topers.

SUNSTROKES. 

John Sebmidt, a German, was sunstruck 
vesterday evening and an ambulance was sent 
for, as he seemed to be vetting worse. be- 
fore the invalid reached the dispensary he 
died and his body was sent to the Morgue.

City Line late last night. His death occurred 
at the stables of the company at Twenty- 
first street and St. Louis avenue. He had 
been suffering from a sunstroke, and his 
body was taken to the Morgue. 

A burial certificate was this morning issued 
in the case of Jacob Gerhardt, a German, 
aged forty, Who died at the City Llospital on 
the llthinst. Sunstroke wastbhe cause of 
death. 

Hlenry Polyte, a laborer, was overcome by 
the heat at 3 p.m. yesterday at his boarding- 
house, east side of Main, between Schirmer 
and Franklin streets. He was taken to the Ca- 
rondelet Police Station, where he was revived 
by Dr. Outten, who applied the usual reme- 
dies, after which he was removed in an am- 
buiance to the City Hospital. 

Jobn Mannion was overcome by the heat 
While coming home from work yesterday 
evening. On Second street, between Florida 
and Mullanphy streets, he was prostrated. 
After he was partially revived some citizens 
bad bim conveyed to his home, No. 1514 North 
Seventh street, where be received medical at- 
tention. 

Patrick Lane died while sitting in one of 
the cars of the Mound City Railroad. A phy- 
sician Who happened to bein the car said 
death was from apoplexy, probably brought 
on by the excessive beat. 

PROBABLY FROM THE HEAT. 

Atabout4:!5 this morning William An- 
drews, a private watchman, was makingihis 
rounds and as he passed through the allev 
near &23 North Fourth street, he noticed the 
door of Ernst. Fisher’s carpenter shop open, 
When he went up stairs to notify the propri- 
etor, he found him lving dead on asofa. <A 
pool of blood had tlowed from bis mouth to 
the floor. The police were notified and took 
charge of tne body. Fisher was fifty vears 
old. Death itis supposed resulted from heat 
and natural causes, 

THE NEAT AND THE CHILDREN 

In a conversation with Dr. Ludeking, of 
the Board of Health Department, that gen- 
tleman says that the great mortality amongst 
ebildren which has prevailed of late is by no 
means unprecedented as many are trying to 
believe. ‘The children are suffering terribly 
no doubt, particularly those in houses,and the 
want of fresh air tells upon them terribly. 

**The mortality in Chicago as regards chil- 
dren is proportionately much larger,’ con- 
tinued Dr. Ludeking, ‘‘and St. Louis echil- 
dren are much safer and better off in the hot 
weather.” 

‘How does this year compare with previous 
years as regards the mortality of children in 
St. Louis?’ 

““Why,some years ago, when the summer 
complaint was prevalent, the little ones 
dropped off ten to one to what they are dying 
now. Considering the extremely hot weather 
the mortality is not excessive and, is a 
most favorable comparison with , former sea- 
sons and heated spells.’’ 

“Hlow do you account for the elimination 
of the summer complaint?” 

**Better drainage, sewerage and water. In 
fact, the general Iimproveinent consequent 
upon the crowth of the city.”
